. SEOUL, Korea, Oct, 31 Urt— About 
1,500 Chlncie reds attacked In a 
bunding rainstorm, tonight In a re- 
newed assult on mud— coated Sni- 
per ridge. 

The communists struck under cov- 
er ot an Intense orUllcry and mortar 
barrage. But South Koreans held 
them at bay with heavy rifle and 
artillery lire. 

An officer predicted tho red at- 
tack would build up during the 
niRht. It was aimed at 'Pinpoint 
hill, highest peak on tho ridge. 

'They cnmo down tho ridge from 
tho north." tho officer aald. "Wo

Filled milk Is olso under federal law. Filled 
mUk is ordinarily made by tha addition of 
cheaper vegetable fats to skim milk, ofter 
the higher price butter fat Is removed for 
aepanit« sale.

There are at present only limited federal
